O magnan rationem Dinini nominis({aith Auguſtine) 
hoc CAmaritia Tout nomen impoſunt - CAuarice , no 
doubt, thus Chriſtned Iupiter , at firſt , that Thoſe 
which affeQed Coyne, ſhould not ſeeme toloue e- 
uery God, but the very King of gods. Had Hee 
been called Riches, the Tiile had been more peſſe- 
«ble, and the deuotion leffe ſortiſh , for, Divitteare 
one thing,and, Pecuzie,another; we call the Goo, 
andthe 1ft,and the Wiſe,Rich , which haue little, 
orinothing bur in vextze,; rhe Auaritione, and Gree. 
dy ,Poore; becauſe they ener want. Moreouer, God 
himſelfe we truly tile Rrcb z yet not, Pecunia, but, 
Omnipotentia ; {o ſaith the Father in his ſeuenth 
booke De Cinitate Dei. cap. 12. And indeed, the 
Godof our happineffe wee ſtile Omnipotence, and 
not Money ; but, ſometimes, to beautifice and ſet 
out his perfetHons, Riches.

How miſerable then is the condition of thoſe 
who ſuffer the current of their Aﬀections to be in- 
ordinately carried from the cuer-ſ{pringing foun- 
taines aboue, vpon broken Cifternes that will hold 
no watcr? From the Creator of the world, to 
Creatures heere, of ouer-valued, and falſe efteeme, 
alittle 1dolatriz'd Earth, or magnified traſhy a few 
gariſh Tranſitories,Riches but improperly; for they 
haue neither 7rath, nor Certaintie, their worth 15 
lame, and crutched meerely vpon opinion, their 
lyftre counterfeit, like thoſe falſe lights which 
delude the wandring Sea-menz and berray them 
toſhelues and rockes, where both their Hopes, 
and they, are vntimely ſplit. But ſuppoſe thoſe 
Riches (as I ſuppoſe onely) ro be as true, as thoſe 
Lights are falſe ; yet thus to indulge them 'is dan- 
gcrous 1dolatry, fince thar which is ordained for 
aSeruan,they make not onely their Mayfter, but 
their God.

They reſemble little Children, which valew e-
